In the afternoon the platform was adopted, 
as follows. 


Wuereas, Both the old political parties have 
sanctioned legislation which na- created excessive 
expenses, debt, and taxation, fostered monopo- 
lies, diminished the value of all kinds of property 
except evidences of debt, and brought upoa the 
people all the evils of a contracted and fluctuating 
currency; and 

Wuereas, This volicy has formed privileged 
classes, changed the obligation of contracts. ow

PROSPECTS OF THE CAMPAIGN — INTERVIEWS 

WITH PROMINENT EDITORS. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

CLEVELAND, O., Aug. 12.— Whether it be true 
or not, as all the world says, that the press is 
the great moral engine of society, certain it is 
that it is some kind of an engine, and its 
stokers and engineers are about the best post- 
ed, on a large number of things, from the very 
nature of their calling, of any portioa of the 
community. That the present campaign in Ohio 
is an important one, no one can possibly doubt. 
All may not admit, as the immortal John 
Thompson, Chairman of the State Democratic 
Central Committee, said in his opening speech 
before the State Convention of that party, that 
„Ohio is once more the battle-field between the 
contending parties of the country“; but, on 
account of the various complications of parties, 
and the birth of the “Ohio Idea,” no one can 
fail to be interested in the prospects here. 
With a view of ascertaining these more ful- 
ly than they have yet been given, I have been to 
considerable pains to get the oninions of some 
editors who stand at the helm of sevefal of the 
leading newspapers in Northern Onio. 

MR. H. k. W. HALL, 
editor of the Henuhlican- Democrat, a prominent 
Republican weckly published at Ravenna, Port- 
age County, said: 

“This is ove of the most important cam- 
paignsin the last two decades. I have heard 
many of the Republicans in our county say that 
they have not taken so much interest in politics 
before since the famous Vallandigham-Brough 
campeign of 1868. I bold that this is as im- 
portent a struggle as that; and, as that had 
far-reaching consequences, so will this. 
You know that was the death- 
blow to Copperheadism in the State, and drove 
the last nail in the coffin of those who would 
not prosecute the War. This is a great strug- 
gle on the financial question, The issue is, 
whether the credit of the Nation, which was 
saved in-, shall be sustained and vindicated. 
| have no doubt but we shall succeed. We 
shali throttle this new rebellion, and forever 
settle the question of the finances for the right. 
When we see people taking the iuterest they 
now do all ouch the country it means busi- 
ness. 

With these decided statements from Mr. Hall, 
I determined tw get the statement of the case 
from the leading Cleveland editors, and bave 
been favored with the following result: 

Calling upon 

CAPT. F. H. SON, 
manager editor of the Leader, who has had a 
close outlook upon politics in Ohio for many 
vears. I found bim busily engaged with the 
onerous duties of his position. He was, how- 
ever, induced to stop long enough to give the 
followme valuable opinion. 

He was asked what were some of the outward 
symptoms most apparent in the political situa- 
tion in Ohio at the present time; and in reply, 
he said: 

Ihe careful observer must first notice great 
earnestness and determination on the part ol 
the Republicans. This spirit has been noticeable 
at all the Congressional Conventions, and par- 
ticularly at the meeting of the State Republican 
Committee, at Columbus, a few days avo. The 
tepublicane generally feel keenly the importance 
of carrying the State this fall, as a rebuke to 
the gerrymandering Legislature, and for the 
effect that victoryAvill have in National politics. 
The soldiers are indignant about the treatment 
of the Soldiers“ Orphans Home by the O’ Counor 
faction at Columbus; and, in general. Repup- 
licans of all shades are worked ap to that fight- 
ing point which has meant victory in this State 
since the War. Democratic victories in 
Ohio have been won on light votes, and as 
a result of Republican apathy. When public 
feeling is sluggish, we have been defeated; 
when the vote comes out, we invariably win. 
There will be a full vote this year. Secondly, 
the uncertain quantity of this vear’s election is 
the National or Greenback faction. It wilt un 
aonbtedly poli a large vote in some sections, 
particularly in Toledo, aud in the manulactur- 
ing distriets.“ 

Correspondent—*“‘ Will the pew party draw 
heavier from the Democrats or Repubiicans?”’ 

Capt. Mason—** That is the question of most 
importance, and the most diflicuit one to decide. 
The Democratic Greenbackers make the most 
noise, and would ‘seem to be most numerons: 
but the Democratic platform is very conciliatory 
to the Greenback faith, and Democratic dis- 
senters have a time-honored fashion of forsuak- 
ing their new creeds aud votiug the straight old 
ticket when election-dar comes. I think the 
Greenback disease will be of short duration. 
The party has no leaders of weight or character. 
and the small men who are managing it are all 
hungry for office. The same party carried 
Louisville with a hurrab a vear ago last spring: 
but at the recent election, a few days ago, it 
made no stand at all against the Bourbons. So 
that. if Nationalism gives us some trouble in 
Ohio this fall, it will most likely have run its 
course, and will be out ot the way, beiore 1880.”’ 

Correspondent—** What is the feeling among 
the Democrats over the prospect of success?“ 

Capt. Mason—* The Democrats in Ohio are, 
as a class, desvondent. The masses are dis- 
gusted gud disappointed with the meagre results 
of last winter’s session of Cougress. They feel 
that tae O'Connor Legislature was a disgrace to 
the State, and the few soldiers in the Demucrat- 
ic rauks are in open rebellion against the legis- 
lation on the Soldiers’ Home. The gerryman- 
dering Committee were so greedy to secure a 
large number of Congressmen that they cut the 
Democratic majorities in some of the districts 
down so much that they will be overcome. Relvy- 
ing too much on the power of the gerrymander to 
win against all contingencies, the Democrats in 
soine Jistricts have yielded to chronic claimants, 
aud nominated some very smat! and interior 
men. Some of the counties newly thrown to- 
gether have not fraternized favorably, and there 
are bitter schisms against the Congressional 
nominees. The Toledo, and Columbus, and 
Mt. Vernon Districts are examples of this. It 
is too early ia the canvass to speak positively 
of anything, but, so far as can be seen, Re- 
publican prospects are better than would have 
scemed possible two months ago.

Ohio man bv birth, and, although he was re- 
cently from New York. he has for the last ten 
fears attended all the State Conventions in 

hio, and every fall has written up the cam- 
pare quite fuliy.

The campaign bere is the skirmish of 1880.

they want to carry the State on the State ticket, 
80 as to give nim the eclat of @ popular indorse- 
ment; taey want to carry a majority of the Con- 
gressmen of the State, in order, if the election 
should be thrown into the House, that Thurman 
could command the vote ot own State.. The 
reapportionment of the State, so far from being 
unpopular with Demoerats, is popular. They 
have always denounced the unfairness of the 
Republican apportionment, which gave the Re- 
publicans a majority of the Congressmen. 
In 1876 Hayes received 330,000 votes; 
twelve Republicans were elected. II- 
ded received 223,000 votes; only eight 
Democrats were elected. It seemed 
unfair to them to bave the Republicans have 
ove Congressman for each 25,000 Republican 
votes. while the Democrats had to cast 40,000 
votes to secure one. The Democrats go into 
the fight satisfied thev will win twelve districts, 
hoping for fourteen. The closest district in the 
State will be the Sixteenth; but Gen. Wiley, Dem- 
ocrat, will win oa account of his personal popu- 
larity aud army record. In my judgment, no 
money ur power can beat him. The only dis- 
trict which suggests a doubtful Democratic re- 
sult, outside of acknowieiged Republican dis- 
tricts, is the Toledo District. Hurd and 
Steedman have had a bitter fight, and 
friends of both threaten to defeat 
each other. Hurd will, however, get 
the nomination, I think, and will be elected, 
as he has a strong grip onthe Ottawa, Sandusky, 
and Lucas County Democracy. The Nationals 
will poll many yotes in the Toledo Dis- 
trict, but they will not win, The fight will be 
between the old parties, alter ail. 

„Charley Foster cannot be elected. The old 
rock-riobed Democrats of Crawford, Seneca. and 
Wyandot Counties will stand by Finley, whose 
(iteenback sentiments are in accord with their 
own. The blood on the shirt Charley waves 
never will startle anybody, because Democrats

So far. I betieve that the Labor-Greenback 
party have made no great inroads into the 
Democracy. The National vote will come main- 
ly from the American workingmen and miners, 
liberal Germans, and those men who are dis- 
satisfied with the Republican party and its 
position on finance, The winers are principally 
Welsh and Manxmen, who ave bheretoiore 
voted the Republican ticket. he Bohemians, 
mostly Republicans, are Nationals. 

In this district (the Cuvahoga) things are 
decidedly mixed. Republicans say that Mr. 
lownsend will have a walk-over for nomina- 
tion. There is some dissatisiaction with him 
amongst Republicans, and particularly amongst 
the ex-soldiers. he Democrats have not yet 
found any man ready to accept the nomination, 
aud put up the stuff it implies. If the Na- 
tionals cast the vote they claim they will, 5,000, 
then the contest between the Democratic and 
Republican candidates wll be neck-and-neck. 
Republicans onlv carried the county last vear 
for West by 1,000, on the whip and spur of a 
Senatorial contest. As this is an off 
year, there will be much independence 
and a good deal of paying off old scores

INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 14.—The Hon. Jobn 
Haus opened his campaign in this district this 
evening at the Grand Opera-House. There 
was a@ large attendance of the leading men of 
the district, and the speech was very lengthy. 
He commanded earnest and interested attep- 
tion.

CASUALTIES. 


HORRIBLE ACCIDENT. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Aug. 14.—A fatal fire was 
caused in the Western suburbs this afternoon 
by the explosion of a coal-oil can in the kitchen 
at the handsome residence of Senator W. B. 
Thompson, Union avenue, several miles west of 
the Court-House. A servant girl was passing a 
hot stove with a gallon-can well-filled with ex- 
plosive kerosene, with which she Was preparing 
to fill a number of lamps, when the gas escap- 
ing from the spout caught from the stove 
and exploded, saturating ber clothes thorough- 
ly with the burning fluid, and at the 
same time setting fire to the room. 
The unfortunate girl ran out into the yard too 
much terrifiea to call for help, and fell upon 
the ground some distance from the house, 
where she continued to burn, suffering the 
‘greatest agony for several minutes before she 
was discovered, the house being somewhat 
isolated and most of the inmates being absent. 
Mrs. Thompsop and a man servant were the 
only other persons about, and their attention 
was so cowpietely taken up with saving the 
furniture that thev failed to discover the girl. 
in the meantime, however, when the flames in 
the house had spread sufficiently to attract 
the neighbors several of them discovered the 
girl, who had in the meantime been divested of 
every article of clothing, and removed her to a 
neighboring house, where she gave the above 
account of the origin. On being removed to 
the hospital soon after she died. The house, 
valued at $10,000, was totally destroyed. As it 
was situated beyond the district guarded by the 
fire alarm, no alarm Was given, and no attempt 
made to put out the fire. The house was a 
‘two-story-and-a-half frame structure. Senator 
Thompson was in town at the time the fire oc- 
curred. 


A FEARFUL DEATH. 

New Tonk, Aug. 14.— This evening, on the 
New Yerk Elevated Railroad, James H. Smith, 
leather commission merchant, residence No. 29 
North Grove court, Chicago, was killed. Mr. 
Smith was conscious when takeg to the bospi- 
tal, but died about an hour and a half after the 
accident from the shock and loss of blood. 
DeWitt DeForrest, commission merchant at No. 
104 Reade street, and in whose company Mr. 
Smith was when the calamity occurred, said Mr. 
Smith, and himself had come on trom Albauy 
on business, and were going up town together. 
At Canal Street Station they sat on a bench 
of the platform waiting for the train. As 
one was coming up, Mr. Smith started 

reach it, when the engine struck 
him and knocked bim under 
the train, which passed over bim, mangling bin 
feartuily. The train was then backed, and the 
engine passed again over Mr. Smith, cutting off 
his leg and arm. It was full twenty minutes 
before he was extricated. Mr. Smith was in the 
city purchasiug goods for Philip Goldman, Nos. 
80 and 82 Wabash avenue, dealer in bouts and 
shoes.

HAMMOND’S RAID. 


The Indian Agent at Fort Berthold Tripped 
Up—A Good Man with an Itching Palm. 
Bpecial Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Bismarck, D. T., Aug. 14.—Gen. Hammond, 
Indian Iaspector, is investigating the Fort 
Berthold Indian Agency, with unexpected re- 
sults. The Agent, E. H. Alden, of Minnesota, 
is a Congregational preacher, and a man whose 
only originai qualification was bis piety. He 
appears, upon the evidence thus far adduced, to 
have carried his wife on his pay-roll as clerk 
when she was absent from the Agency for two 
months, and to have committed perjurv in 
swearing that she was present and actually did 
the work; that be drew a false voucher 
of 5 for an imaginary carpenter, 
and pöcketed the money; that he trades 
bacon to the Indians for 25 cents a pound, 
when it costs the Government only 13 cents; 
coffee to them for 50 cents that costs 20 cents; 
dry buffalo-meat that costs 10 cents for 25 cents. 
He advances the prices for the benefit of the 
trader, ahd swindles the Indian every time he 
pars one for a day’s work. Alden is repre- 
sented asa weak, vacillatiag person, who has 
not the courage to swindle on a large scale, and 
therefore has only ruined himself for a few 
hundred doilars and the trader’s interest. The 
Indians have threatened to kill bim if heis not 
removed. They are a unit in their denuncia- 

tion. Their chief complaint is his lying. 

The Berthold Indians are good and thrifty 
Indians. ‘Their tiring on the steamer Josephine 
and killing a soldier last weck is a surprise to 
the whole River. Hammond finds all the 
records belonging to the administration of 
Agents L. B. Sperry and Tappan, 
who preceded Alden at Berthold, missing. 
Sperry is now a Protessor in Carleton College, 
Minn., and Tappan a ranchman in Texas. Tap- 
pan is a brother of the Boston embezzler, and 
drew a fraudulent voucher for $40,000 just ve- 
fore he vacated his office. It was for supplies 
that had to be bought in Sioux City and shipped 
up the river at once to keep the Indians from 
breaking out. ‘Phe Department investigated 
the necessity of the purchase, and found it was 
a put-up job witha Sioux City firm, and the 
goods were never delivered. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Aug. 14.—Fifteen hun- 
dred pounds of tobacco had been secreted un- 
der the floor of the issue house at the Crow 
Creek Agency. Livingston reported there were 
but 3.000 pounds at the Agency and 8, O0 pounds 
has been already discovered—more thau one- 
eighth of the whole amount issued annually to 
all the Indians. Itis not known whether Liv- 
ingston applied for additional supplies of to- 
bacco this year, but he did apply for the usual 
amount of drugs when he had enough on hand 
to last tifteeu years.

THE SCENES AT OTTAWA. 

Orrawa, Can., Aug. 14—1 a. m.—Between 12 
and 1 o’clock a prominent Orange leader, named 
John Holt, ventured down Sussex street, in the 
vicinity of the Revere House, but a short dis- 
tance from where the Union men were stationed, 
when he was pounced upon by a mob and badly 
beaten. He escaped down Clarence street, and 
was subsequently remoyed to the Conqueror 
Station, where his wounds were dressed. They 
are of a dangerous character. The crowd shows 
no sigus of dispersing. 

TALKING. 

2 A. u.— The military are now extending in 
line across Sussex street, about six blocks from 
the Onionists,who are still talking loudly among 
themselves. The Mayor went down and prom- 
ised the crowd that if they would go home be 
would guarantee that no one would disturb 
them, and if any damage was de after 
they left he would pay for it himself. This was 
satisfactory to most of the crowd, and Ald. 
Stores, who was one of those in charge of the 
Unionists, had almost persuaded them to go 
home, when a young lawyer named Kehoe, 
President of the Union, told them that the 
Mayor’s offer was not worth anything, and 
changed the feeling of the crowd to such an ex- 
tent that they refused to hear any more from 
the Mayor, and decided to remain until day- 
light. Fears are eutertained that they may yet 
come in collision with the military. 

THE UNION’S WAR SONG. 

2:30 a. M.—The Union men are still on Sussex 
street, and likely to remain there till day break. 
A gang is now marching up and down the street, 
armed with pitchforks, singing, We'll hang 
Mayor Bangs to a sour-apple tree.“ Kehoe’s 
conduct is generally condemned. 

TROUBLE EXPECTED. 

9 a. M.—The crowd of Union men paraded 
Lower Town till daylight. The military kept on 
duty at the bridges till after they had dispersed. 
There is not much excitement this morning, but 
further trouble is expected to-night.

Aug. 14.—Passengers who ar- 
rived here this morning state that the train con- 
veying the remainder of the Montreal Orange 
Young Britons was fired into with revolvers by 
a number of persons. The train left Ottawa 
last night at half-past 10, and, just after it 
passed Gloucester Station, the tmguble com- 
menced. The first signal was the crashing of a 
stone through one of the windows. Almost im- 
mediately a revolver sbot was followed by two 
others in rapid succession, and then by others 
at intervals. 

A married woman with two children, residing 
on St. Constance street, had a miraculous es- 
cape from death. A builet entered the window 
just in rear of her shoulder, and passed through 
the opposite window, grazing tue chest of a 
saloon-keeper, who was on a Visit to the Capital.

North Carolina, 82, a gain of 1; South 
Carolina, 97, a loss of 7; Georgia, 92, a loss of 
13; Florida, 99, a loss of 1; Alabama, 98, a loss 
39; Mississippi, 92. a loss of 6; Louisiana, 90, a 
loss ot 5; Texas 108, a gain of 2; Arkansas 98, a 
loss of 7; Tenbessee 92, a loss of 6. Ot the 209 
cotton counties reporting, 63 reported 100, 83 
above and 153 below. The condition of the 
crop is somewhat better than in August, 1877. 
In the northern portion of the cotton belt many 
counties complain of extreme heat and drougbt, 
causing the plants to shed and the balls toopen 
prematurely. Further south the rainfall has 
been excessive, causing rust. Insect injuries at 
date of correspondence were inconsiderable, but 
later reports to Prof, Rilev, the entomologist, 
show considerable loval injury from this source.

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VETERAN SOLDIERS. 


First Day of Their Reunion ut 
Mount Vernon, Ill. 


The Town Filled with a Great Multi- 
tude of Visitors. | 


Speeches Made by Gov. Cullom, Gen. 
Shields, and Ex-Senator . 
Logan. 4 


The Vast Assembly Surprised by 8 
Violent Storm in the 
Afternoon. 


Special Dispatch to Tae Tribune. 

Mr. Vernon, III., Aug. 14.—The railroad 
trains of last ‘night and to-day brought im- 
mense crowds of visitors to this city to enjoy 
the soldiers’ reunion. Mt. Vernon never en- 
tertained so many distinguished soldicrs or 
civilians as upon this oceasion. Gen. Sherman 
arrived by special train from St. Louis at noon, 
and met with a grand reception. A mild zun 
and cloudless sky ushered in tue day, and all 
the signs betokened uninterrupted enjoymeat. 
At 10a. m. the military companies from Belle- 
ville, Shawneetown, MeLeausboro. Fairfield, 
Centfaiia, Mt. Vernon, and other places, 
with the Governor and staff, and dis- 
tinguished soldiers and civilians in ¢ar- 
riages, followed by a lenge _ procession, 
on foot and horseback, formed in line and 
marched to the music of numerous bands 
through the principal streets to Casey Grove. 
Here a vast multitude had assembled. The 
exercises of the day began on the grand stand. 
The sea of upturned faces that filled the broaa 
expanse was a study fora painter. Col. Casey 
led off with a fifteen-minute address of welcome 
ou behalf of the city and county. Gov. Cullom 
was then introduced and entertained the crowd 
for nearly one hour witha well-written speech, 
eulogizing the soldiers, and creating among that 
class of his hearers the liveliest enthusiasm. 


This day. as | understand it, has been intended 
as a reunion of citizens of Illinois who have been 
participants in the struggles in which the State and 
nation have been engaged, But I see around me 
many citizens of other States. as well as our own, 
who were identified with these struggles, and 
whose fame is now coextensive with the continent, 
—even with civilization iteelf. They were partici- 
pauts in the same struggle in which you bere so 
bouorable a part, for, when freedom and Union are 
at stake, State lines dwindle into insign 
cance, and we become all one people. 
The germs of your cal is a summons 
to all who have ever borne arms in defense of the 
rights of the people of Ilinow and of the nation, 
and tus ‘Wouid include the soldicrs of every war 
since ne foundation of the Repnolic, for the 
occupation of IIIIinois soil by American citizens 
dates back to within two years of the Declaration 
of Independence. 

But, tellow-citizens, there is one class of Amer- 
ican soldiers who are not represented here to-day 
except in the persons of.descendants of honored 
and patri@tic sires, —the soldiers of the Kevoiution. 
Of another Class a few ecattered and honored rem- 
nants still remain among us, and I am glad to see a 
few representatives here to-day. I mean the 
soldiers of the war of 1812. They. too, are pate

They area part of history, and have 
eft their stamp indelibly impressed upon the 
memory and in the gratitude of the nation. lu 
larger numbers and in more vigorous presence we 
moet face to face with those whe participated in

Abraham Lincoln. He was then. as ever after- 
wards, a prominent though unassuming figure in 
the events of his time, bearing his full share, as 
thousands of others did, in the protection of the 
settiers of the Northwest from savage violence, 
As we look over this bright galaxy of names, one 
is surprised at the number of men afterwards dis- 
tinguished in pudhe life then inciuded among the 
population. of the infant State. Li we include Gen, 
‘Taylor, then on duty in the Northwest as com- 
mander of the United States troops, there came 
from the participants in that campaign no less than 
two Presidents, three Governors, two or three 
Lieutenant- Governors, Judges of the Supreme 
Court, Representatives in Congress and the Legis- 
latures, besides handreds of inferior officers. 

The compeers of such men in civil life were to 
be found in the persons of Daniel P. Cook, Elias 
K. Kane, John McLean, Gov. Bond. Samuel Lock 
wood. and Judge Stephen 1. Logan. @! names in- 
timately identified with ine history of the State 
and nation. 

Coming down to the history of 

THE AMERICAN WAR, 
we begin to stand on more famitiar ground, auf a 
number of distinguished forms again rise up and 
cluster around us. First among the number we 
see the grandand soldier-like form of John J. 
Hardin as he dashes down to death, but makes stre 
of victory for the Amerigan arms at Buena Vista. 
We see the gallant and honored statesman Bissell. 
the generous, patriotic Irieh soldier, Shields, 
the hero of two wars, and the survivor 
of wounds that would have been the death of four 
ordinary men: the brave and accomplished soldier, 
the briiliant orator, Senator, and Colonel. E. D. 
Baker, sacrificed at Ball's Bluff in the late War; 
besides a host of others, living and dead, that we 
might name. Then there comes a long list of 
younger but equally gallant spirits, who, though 
occupying less prominent positions, served to form 
a link between the heroic days of the Mexitan 
War and that bitter struggle still fresh in the 
minds of ali, as we daily see the scarcely yet 
sunken mounds of its victims scattered from one 
end of the land to the other,—the War of the Re- 
bellion. In looking over tae list of the prominent 
actors in that struggle, one is surprised to see how 
many received their early training in the Mexican 
War, and no list jshouldgoegin without the name, 
next to the martyred saviorof the Kepuolic, the 
captor of Vicksourg, the leader of that 
grand succession of victaries which rescited 
in the fall of Nie mond and the 
surrender of Lee at Appomatox Court-House, the 
greatest Captain of tue age, Ulysses 8. Grant. 
‘Then follow such names as Logan, Oglesby, Mor- 
zan, Prentiss, Morrison, Hicks, Lawler, Pugh, 
True. and scores of others all familiar to you, who 
received their first Iessonsin the art of wat at 
Buena Vista, Cerro Gorda, Cheruvusco, or other 
Mexican flelds. Associated with them in the late 
War was another no less patriotic class, —the early- 
sacrificed Wallace; the soldier of two lantis, 
Turchin; the liberty-loving and fiery Hecker; the 
refined and gifted Haynie; the generous. brave. 
and patriotic Mulligan; besides Gens. Palumier, 
Paine, Rinaker, Huribut, McClernand, Cook. 
Ross, and hundreds more, all of whose names 
would be as familiar in your homes as househola 
words. I cannot forget to mention that grand old 
Roman, the hero of four-score years, with locks 
blossoming for another and better world, 
Gov. John Wood, of who, «as 
Quartermaster-General State, 
equipped so many of your regiments 
and still found time to mae occasional forays, at 
the head of hastily-orgunized troops, into the ene- 
my's country. What he did ne did for the cause, 
= for no mere love of glory or inspiration of Am- 
ition. 

The faces of many of these we are all rejoiced to

LABOR AND CAPITAL. 


The Union of Philadelphia Iron and Steel 
Manufacturers About to Again Cut Down 
Wages—The Chinese. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 
PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 14.—There is general 
uneasiness among the trades in this city and 
vicinity, which is ascribed iu part to the National 
party movements and Commanistic agitation, 
and partly to the efforts of employers to effect 

a reduction of wages. The proprietors of the 

several up-town iron and steel rolling-milis, in- 

cluding Hyghes & Patterson, Stephen Robbins 

Son, James Rowland & Co., the Philadelphia 

lron & Steel Company, Marshall Brothers & 

Co., and the Fair Hill Iron Works, employing 

about 1,500 men, will convene to-morrow to 

consider the matter of a reduction. They at- 
tempted the same thing only a month 
ago, and the men went on a strike. The 
proprietors had to yield, because the Philadel- 
phia Iron & Steel Company had several large 
contracts to fill, and could not afford to strike. 
The other firms retired from their position un- 
til there could be entire unanimity among 
themselves, That time has now arrived, for the 
owners have now agreed upon a combination so 
that if one will stop work the others will foi- 
low. The leading members of the firms say 
that there will be no opposition in the meeting 
to-day among themselves to the general reduc- 
tion of the wages of their men. Whether 
the new schedule of their wages will 
be promulgated today or on the 

Ist of September will be decided at to-day’s 

meeting. The schedule of reduction has, how- 

ever, been agreed upon as follows: The pud- 
dlers“ will get $3.60 instead of $4.25 a ton; the 

‘‘ rollers “ will be reduced from 40% to gl cents; 

the roughers from 191 to 18 cents; the 

“catchers” from 1644 to 10 cents; and the 

remainder in the same ratio. Those employed 

on time will be cut down 10 per cent. All the 
men excepting the puddiers were twice reduced 

10 percent this year. The mill-owners ciaim 

that the reduction is necessary in order to com- 

pete with similar works outside of Philadelphia. 

The men employed in the mills will not believe 

this. 
Shuley & Rommel, wholesale shoe manu- 

facturers, have probably the largest house 
of the kind in the city, employing 
nearly 800 hands. Four weeks ago they 
reduced the wages of their men to some 
extent, and subsequently introduced a new 
foreman. ‘This evening the shoemakers from 
this establishment held an impromptu meeting 
to consider what they esteemed an undue re- 
duction of wages, as well as the arbitrary course 
of their new foreman. The meeting broke up 
in a short time, with the understanding that 
the workmen would assemble to-morrow 
and appoint a committee to wait upon 
the firm and demand a modification of the new 
schedule of wages and of the newrule whick 
abolishes cash work. The reduction concerning 
which the men complain amounts, as explained 
by a laster, to some 15 per cent on the 28 
being a reduction of half a cent on iasting cal 
shoes and half a cent on kid fox.

There are 
no means of getting very closely at the amount 
of such claims, but they would hardly go below 
$10,000,000. | 

7. Claims for slaves enlisted into the Federal 
army from the loyal border Stetes, and only 
partly settled when proceedings were suspend- 
ed by act of March 30, 1867. These claims, 
from a strictly legal point of view, are among 
the most meritorious which bave yet been pro- 
duced. They are numerous, but of small 
amoynt, and probably do not amount to more 
than $6,000,000 

AN ENORMOUS AGGREGATE. 

The foregoing enumeration takes no account 
of claims for the value of slaves emancipated 
asa war-measure or under the Constitutional 
Amendment: claims for loss or damage causéd 
by the depredations of the troops or the cas- 
ualties of the march or battle, and claims for 
the spohation or damage intlicted by the Con- 
federate authorities or forces upon loyal citi- 
zens of the South. Leaving all such out of their 
reckoning, it appears that the demands upon 
the Treasury on account of what are called 
Southern ctams amount to not less than 
8350. 000, 000, and may amount to much more. 

Take, for instance, the claims for property 
used for military purposes, as distinct from the 
cotton, rent, and damage claims. Within two 
years, under a law and procedure cailing for a 
positive averment of cunstant loyalty, 22,000 
claims, footing up $60,000,000, were filed before 
the Southern Claims Commission. It is esti-, 
mated that, if the averment and strict proof of 
loyalty were not exacted, the claims presented 
wo be at least 120,000 in number, footing 
up $400,000.000; for it is to be \re- 
membered that it was the disloyal who 
were the most opulent and contgibuted most 
largely to the enforced suppor* of the Federal 
armies. Now, allowing a deduction of one- 
third in amount for false, exaggerated, and mis- 
taken demands, it follows that there would be 
over $200,000,000 in this class alone to pay, if 
proof of actual loyalty was not required, and if 
the Government should be held liable to pay 
market value for all property taken. 

THE SPECULATION OF THE AGE.

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 6.—The ways of 
the claim-agent are subtle and tortuous. His 
motto is Stick to it, and sometime vou will 
win.” His stock in trade is of a nature which 
time cannot deteriorate. Its tendency, in fact, 
is rather to improve with age. His ventures 
are of a kind in which failure brings him no 
losses, while success opensa safe and speedy 
road to abundant wealth. 

When it is considered that Southern war- 
claims, aggregating 8350. 000, 000, are either pend- 
ing before Congress and the tribunals, or await- 
ing in the hands of claim-agents a favorable 
opportunity for presentation, it would seem to 
be quite time that Congressmen should begin 
to study the questions invoived in their consid- 
eration, with a view not only of clearing away a 
great clog to the wheels of legisiation, but of 
guarding against the dAoger, which is imminent, 
that the National Treasury will be robbed of its 
revenues and the country burdened with an 
enormous additional debt. ‘The latest specimen 
of tbe bandiwork of the claim-agents is 
the bill introduced by request on 
May 20 by Senator Christiancy, “To 
reorganize and extend the jurisdiction of the 
Court of Claims.“ Should tbis bill become a 
law, it would practicality solve the Southern 
claims question, and that by giving to the claim- 
ents all they ask. 

A letter was published in the Tribune of April 
30, giving an analysis of the provisions of a bill 
of much the same purport,in which it was 
shown that, in consequence of the general 
amnesty proclamation of President Johnson, 
issued Dec. 25, 1868, any action by Congress 
which should give any Court juriseiction of 
Southern war-claimg would open the’ doors 
at once for the payment to late Rebels 
of full damages for ail the losses they had sus- 
tained in consequence of their acts of treason. 
The Supreme Court has devided that no power 
exists in Congress to limit the opcrations of the 
President's pardoning power. A very large 
number of Southern war-claims are now pend- 
ing before the Treasury, the Quartermaster- 
Generals and the Commissary-Generai’s De- 
partments, and the Southern Claims Commis- 
sion, and the majority of them have been thus 
pending for years. These claims amount 
to perhaps $50,000,000. As the tribunals 
referred to are not Courts within 
he constitutional meaning of the term, 
the limitations contained in the acts of 
Congress giving them jurisdiction are stili opera- 
tive, notwithstanding the amnesty. Every one 
of these acts provided that, asa first requisite 
in each case presented the claimant should 
prove that be had never given aid or comfort 
to the enemies of the Government, and neariy 
allof these claims are invalid on account of 
the known disloyalty of claimants. Should Mr. 
Christiancy’s bill become a law, these claims 
will be removed from the tribunals where they 
are, and transferred to the Court of Claims, 
where ao question as to lovalty or disloyalty 
can be raised; and tence they will, in so 
far as that point is concerned, at once be vali- 
dated. This would not prepare the way for 
drawing from the Treasury the amount of the 
claims now pending, but the precedent for 
which the claim-agent so fervently vearns would 

be established, under which the two or taree 
hundred million doliars’ worth of claims already 
prepared could be brought forward, while the 
possibilities in the wav ot new claims from the 


South could only be measured by the extent of 


damage done by our armies to the property of 
the enemies of the Government. 

Another provision of this bill gives the 
Court of Claims jurisdiction of all 
claims arisi from contracts, express 
or implied, 2 — the United States. 
now pending or hereafter to accrue. During 
the War, our officers, following the universal 
practice of armies operating in an enemy's 
country, seized upon and appropriated for the 
subsistence of the troops all kinds of stores 
and supplies which they came across. It was 
customary to give to the owners of such prop- 
erty a receipt pledging the Government to pay 
its value upon proot that the holder had not 
given eid or comfort to the enemy. The N 
people of the South, those who had supplies to 
be seized, were nearly all Rebels, and. of course, 
no one supposed that the Government would 
ever pay for supplies taken irom them. The 
President’s amnesty, however, having canceled 
the requirement of lovalty, all these transac- 
tions become by this accident valid contracts, 
and will be payable whenever a Court sball be 
opened for tneir adjudication. Moreover, the 
seizure of property without the formality of 
giving a receipt may be considered an im- 
plied ” contract, and — this new fleid of en- 
1 be greatly enlarged. 

ot — with these liberal provisions, the 
framers of the bill have devised still another 
method of approach upon the Treasury. This 
is found in the provision that auy bill or petition 
may, by a vote of either Bouse, be referred to 
the Court of Claims for — 2 aud — 
returned to Congress, with ite un 
recom 1 Every one — with 
Congressional proceedings knows the ease with 
which bills and petitions may be introduced 
“for reference onby,” often eveu without being 
read.

with prima-tacie validity 
the burden of contention removed from the 
claimants to the Government. 

As thousands of the constituents of every 
Southern Congressman are interested in one or 
more of these claims. who can doubt the result 
(if the Democracy should ever gain the asceud- 
ency) of the pressure which would thus be 
brought to bear? 

On tne whole, this measure seems to be a 
device to make unsuccessful rebellion profita- 
ble. If it shouid become a law. it would take 
hundreds of millions from the Treasury cer- 
tainly, while its bilities will only be limited 
by the ability of the Government to pay. It is 
known that Mr. Christiancy, anxious only to re- 
lieve Congress of a burden which it is unfitted 
to bear, consented to introduce the Lill without 
mastering its far-reaching effects. R is not 
likely that he will ever become tne advocate of 
such a bill, and still less likely that it can ever 
pass a Republican Seuate. But the frequency 
with which attempts of this kind are being 
made, the immense value of the prize contend- 
ed for, and the surprising lack of information 
on the subject whith a little inquiry among 
Congressmen discloses, make verv apparent the 
necessity for great vigilance, and for some 
action which shall summarily and forever clear 
away these unjust and fraudulent claims.

WERE THE 7.30 TREASURY NOTES EVER 
A LEGAL-TENDER? 


To the Editor of The Tribune 

ANN ARBOR, Mich., Aug. 12.— Many, if not 
all, of the National newspapers and speakers 
include the 7.30 Treasury notes in their state- 
ments of the amount of legal-tender paper cur- 
rency in circulation from 1564 to 1569; and even 
Mr. Fawcett, in his book on Gold and Debt.“ 
speaks of those notes as legal-tenders, and 
refers to the acts of June 30, 1864, and March 8. 
1865, as sustaining his view of the cuestion. 
It is not strange that the Nationals should fall 
into this error, for they seem to be desperately 
determined, for some reason or other, to prove 
that the legal-tender paper circulation in 1865 
was immensely greater than it is to-day, and 
the issues of 7.30 notes having reached the vast 
sum of over $3800,000,000, it affords them in- 
tense joy to make it appear that these 
millions of notes were a legal-tender. But it is 
quite remarkable that Mr. Fawcett should make 
such a mistake. The waked question as to 
whether they were a legal-tender or not is not a 
very important one, perhaps, but it is at least 
interesting as all historical questions are inter- 
esting. 

ibe 7.30 notes were issued under authority of 
the acts of June 30, 1864, and March 3, 1865. 
The second section of the tormer act provided, 
substantially, that the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury might issue, on the credit of the United 
States, as part of the loan authorized by said 
act, not exceeding $200,000,000 in Treasury 
notes of any denomination not less than $10, 
payable at any time not exceeding 
three years from date, or, if thought more 
expedient, redeemable at any time after three 
years from date, and bearing interest not exceed- 
ing the rate of 7.3 per cent, payable in lawful 
money at maturity, or, at the discretion of the 
Secretary, semi-annually; said notes to be dis- 
posed of by the Secretary On the best terms ob- 
tainable for lawful money, aud such of them 
as shall be made payable, principal and interest, 
at maturity, shall be a Jegal-tender to the same 
extent as United States notes,“ etc. Thus it 
aovears that it was at the option of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to issue the notes ahh in- 
terest pavable at maturity, or payable seM@i-an- 
nually, and ali such as were payable, principal 
and interest, at maturity should be a iegal- 
tender, and no others. The fact is, that 
all of the 7.30 notes authorized dy 
this act were made payable three years 
from Aug. 15, 1864, with semi-annual coupons 
attached. The interest was payable semi-annu- 
ally, not at maturity; therefore none of them 
were a legal tender. In the latter part of his 
book Mr. Fawcett gives what purports to be the 
substance of tLe second section of this act. but 
it contains nothing in regard to the discretion 
of the Secretary to make the interest pavable at 
maturity or semi-annually. This omission 
would seem to need some explanation. 

Sec. 3 of the act of March 3, 1565, expressly 
provides that ** nuthing herein contained shall 
be construed as authorizing the issue of legal- 
tender notes in any form.“ This is plain and 
positive. Certatuly it cannot be said, in the face 
of this declaration, that any of the notes issued 
under authority of this act were a legal-tender. 

It is very apparent that Mr. Fawcett did not 
study accuracy iu preparing his work; and it is 
equally apparent, from this and other evidence, 
that the National papers and orators study to 
avoid accuracy in the discussion of financial 
questions.

We publish a letter from Mr. Rorvs 
Frama, of Ann Arbor, Mich., who very 
clearly explains the legal character of the 
7-30 notes issued by the Government under 
the laws of 1864 and 1865. Under the first 
of these acts the Secretary of the Treasury 
was authorized to issue $200,000,000 of such 
notes, payable at any time within three 
years, or at his discretion at any 
time after three years; the Secretary 
was authorized to make the interest 
payable at the maturity of the note, or to 
make it payable semi-annually,—the law 
enacting that such of these notes as were 
made payable, ‘‘ principal and interest,” at 
maturity of the note should be a legal-tender. 
The fact, however, is, that all of the 7-30 
notes authorized by the act of 1864 were 
made payable, principal at the end of three 
years and the interest semi-annually, so none 
of the 7-30 notes of 1864 were ever a legal- 
tender. The act of 1865, under which the 
greater issue of 7-30 notes was made, ex- 
pressly provided that the issue of no legal- 
tender notes in any form was to be author- 
ized under that act. This included all the 
7-30 notes issued by law, and, if our corre- 
spondent be correct, as we think he is, not 
one of the $800,000,000 of 7-30 notes issued 
by the Government was ever a legal-tender 
in payment of private debts. In the state- 
ment issued annually, and which accom- 
panies the report of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, of the amount and character of 
each form of the public debt, the 7-30 notes 
are never described as having been legal-ten- 
der, while the compound-interest notes, 
bearing 6 per cent, are stated to have been 
legal-tender. 

THE CHICAGO “ NATIONALS.” 

We have heard and read during the last 
few months many confident and startling 
prophecies concerning the strength of the 
National party, but if these predictions 
are to receive no more verification elsewhere 
than in Chicago nobody need be frightened. 
The local Convention of the Nationals,” 
held in a very small hall, and composed of a 
very small number of men who endeavored 
to make up in noise what they lacked in 
numbers, was an exhibition of weakness from 
which the organization will not recover as 
far as any local influence is concerned. A 
party that starts in with a row in which pro- 
fanity, clubbing, calls for revolvers and 
police, are the principal features, is not at 
all formidable. A couple of candidates 
were nominated, a platform was re- 
ported, and then the 
vention adjourned to await a better 
organization of the party.” To all intents 
and purposes that is the last of the Na- 
tional party, so far as it will cut any figure 
in the politics of thiscounty. If there had 
been previously any hope for making parti- 
sans, the proceedings of the Convention ef- 
fectively disposed of the prospect. The 
decent men who are infected with the delu- 
sion of fiat money will scarcely care to con- 
sort with a set of rowdies who “ move to 
lay the Deity on the table” when the 
Deity's name is mentioned; Give em hell,” 
and Draw your pop on em, seemed to be 
the only well-defined sentiments of the mob ; 
and, aside from the disgrace which any such 
assemblage puts upon all who are associated 
with it, the Convention left no impress 
whatever upon the community. The re- 
ported platform echoed all the most out- 
landish sentiments of latter-day Communism 
and financial heresy. ‘‘ Fiat money to be 
full legal-tender”; an extended system of 
internal improvements; the payment of all 
bonds in absolute money”; the issue of 
irredeemable scrip at so much per capita ; 
the taxation of United States bonds; a 
graded income tax, exempting all incomes 
under $1,000 and progressive as to all others; 
a demand that t rights of labor be recog- 
nized as paramount to those of capital; an 
eight-hour law with a penalty for its viola- 
tion; prohibition of convict labor,—are 
some of the features of the platform which 
was reported, and the enumeration is suffi- 
cient to show what an illogical and 
inconsequential jumble it was. But 
the Convention terminated the local 
mission of the ‘‘ National” party when it 


adopted the form of a pledge, to which every 


candidate is required to subscribe, solemnly 
pledging himself to sustain the ‘‘ National ” 
party to the exclusion of all other parties 
and combinations of persons whatever.” 
This, of course, would settle the fate of any 
subscribing candidate. It would be equiva- 
lent to signing his own death-warrant, for 
the only service of a nomination at the 
hands of the Nationals would be to pos- 
sibly secure some votes which might be 
tacked on tos nomination at the hands of 
some other party. For the credit of Chica- 
go, as well as the simplification of the local 
campaign, it is a comfort to know that the 
Nationals are not in the field. 


BEN BUTLER’S CAMPAIGN. 
The immediate prize which Ben Bururr 


is seeking is the office of Governor of Massa- 
chusetts. His programme is to secure the 
nomination at the hands of the Working- 
men and Nationals, and to make a bargain 
with the Democrats whereby he is to deliver 
them three Congressional Districts in the 
State in consideration of their making no 
regular nomination for the office of Gov- 
ernor. By this means he hopes to unite all 
the discordant elements in the State outside 
of the Republican party, for he will proba- 
bly have some bone to toss to the Prohibi- 
tionists, and his personal attractions are suf- 
ficient to secure him the moral support of 
the Woman-Suffrage movement. Im order 
to carry out this programme, it is not enough 
for him to forswear his association with 
the Republicans to pander to Communism 
in the person of Krarnzy, and to

OLD PROBABILITIES AND HIS SPECTACLES 
From the experience of Prof. Ann, an 


astr®nemical observer under difficulties, we 
are inclined to the belief that the astrono- 
mers who went to Colorado recently so 
sumptuously equipped to observe the ob- 
scuration of the sun did not thoroughly 
perform their duty, or, to state it more 
accurately, did not see as much as they 
ought to have seen considering their advan- 
tages. Prof. Anse has contributed the re- 
sult of his observations te the. Colorado 
Springs Gazette, and the editor of that paper, 
with the most utter disregard of expense, 
has illustrated it with a diagram which, sev- 
ered from its confection with the text, 
might be taken for a crab, or an octopus, or 
a Virginia fence. It adds to the interest of 
this contribution that Prof. Annx is the orig- 
inal Old Probabilities himself, who presides 
so gracefully over the areas of low barometer 
and stationary pressures, and gives the zeph- 
yrs from Hudson's Bay and cold waves from 
Manitoba their send-off. 

At the very outset Old Probabilities had 
numerous obstacles in his way. He climbed 
to the summit of Pike’s Peak the dhy before 
the eclipse, and when he arrived there was 
taken sick, having on the previous day par- 
taken too freely of unripe fruit, the ten- 
dency of which is to produce an ailment 
from which not even astronomers are 
exempt, and which is apt to interfere with 
the continuity of observation necessary to 
heavenly contempiation. The result was 
similar to that which overtook the important 
expedition of the King of France with his 
40,000 men. Having climbed up the hill, he 
had to climb down again, as he himself says, 
„somewhat hastily,” which is a character- 
istic feature of the ailment, since leisureness 
of movement is apt to produce undesirable 
consequences. Having arrived at the base, 
Old Probabilities fortified and invigorated 
himself with astringent cordials and grateful 
peppermint, and on the following. day recov- 
ered sufficiently to be laid on the ground 
upon a gentle slope facing westward.” 
However well grounded Old Probabilities 
may have been, it is plain to see that he 
was laboring under difficulties, for while the 
rest were on their feet and free to scan the 
whole expanse of heaven, he was flat on his 
back, and if anything had occurred among 
the ecliptics and cusps to the rear of him of 
course he could not observe it without exe- 
cuting a very hasty back-somersault, which 
would have been inconvenient, considering 
his ailment, however creditable it might ap- 
pear as an acrobatic feat. The mere relation 
of Old Probabilities’ axis to the axes of the 
sun and the earth, however, was not his only 
disadvantage. The other astronomers all 
about him, like city residences, were fur- 
nished with allthe modern improvements. 
They had telescopes, integrating spectro- 
scopes, chronometers, driving clocks, tasim- 
eters, thermophiles, galvanometers, and other 
machines. Old Probabilitics had no op- 
tical instrument of any description. 
There was not a gamin in Chi- 
cago who was not fitted out better, 
with his piece of smoked glass, 
than Old Probabilities. He says him- 
self: 1 had no optical or other instru- 
ment, and unfortunately had only a pair of 
spectacles, not quite sufficient even to cor- 
rect my near-sightedness.” Was ever astron- 
omer in sucha plight? Sick, near-sighted, 
flat on his back, trying to squint through a 
pair of old, defective spectacles, and of 
course bothered to death with flies, gnats, 
and mosquitoes, rejoiced to find a victim lying 
in the position most favorable for their as- 
saults! 

It often happens that a gilded youth from 
the metropolis, sumptuously equipped with 
basket, landing net, joint pole, taper tips, 
silk lines, ivory reels, and patent flies, hies 


um to the Coumry ane whips thestreamse for 


trout in vain, while a bare-legged, dirty 
country bumpkin, with a piece of twine, a 
rusty hook, and a wriggling worm tied to an 
alder twig, pulls out the speckled beautied 
without difficulty. This was the plight of 
the other astronomers, with all their elegant 
and elaborate machinery, as compared with 
poor Old Probabilities trying to squint 
through his old spectacles. They. seem 
to have scattered themselves over Barry's 
beads, Fravennorer’s lines, cromospheres, 
cusps, limbs, cosmic matter, intra-mercurial 
planets, ‘streations of the corona, and other 
things, without arriving at any definite re- 
sult. They ali seem to have been anxious to 
confirm Poason's observations, whoever he 
was, and did not apparently possess that 
dignity of character and manly self-reliance 
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wise Fsavennorser; but in these days of 
progress and reform the great public expects 
its astronomers to make their own observa- 
tions independent of Pocsox and his Teu- 
tonic friend. Besides all this, they have left 
us in a hopeless snarl as to the existence of 
that mythological blacksmith who has hith- 
erto been supposed to be hammering away 
upon the cerulean anvils somewhere in 
the empyrean. The evidence thus far 
presented would not hold for a 
minute in any court of justice, 
nor do we believe that any one of these 
astronomers would go before a Notary Public 
and solemnly make affidavit that he had 
seen Vulcan. How different appears the 
conduct of Old Probabilities! With a poor 
set of natural eyes and a worse pair of arti- 
ficial ones, he concentrated himself upon 
one subject. He says: My whole atten- 
tion was given to the rays that extended be- 
yond the brilliant ring which I presume rep- 
resents the true solar atmosphere. I was 
undisturbed by any other consideration ex- 
cept to get a true presentation of these rays 
which I had hitherto firmly beligved to be 
either in the earth’s atmosphere or in the 
observer's eyes,” and he got them,—all five 
of them, besides several mounds of red fire- 
works at their bases, by the kind assistance 
of the obliging young men of the Lake 
House and Mrs. Coprey”; then went back 
to bed and figured out in an hour that 
„meteor streams” were the real key to 
the solution of these rays, not such 
meteors as some suppose to be falling 
into the sun daily, but the grand streams of 
meteors that cause the numerous shooting 
stars of August and November, and of the 
existence of which there is indubitable proof.” 
Now if Old Probabilities, with only a bad 
pair of spectacles, a few obliging young men, 
and good Mrs. Corr, and flat on his back 
at that, could do so much, what might he 
not have done if he had had a telescope, and 
a tasimeter, and a galvanometer, and an in- 
tegrating telescope, and could have stood on 
his feet? By the side of his observations 
how lame and impotent those of his more 
fortunate associates appear ! 
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TWO LETTERS. 

In March, 1861, Jessz D. Bricut, of In- 
diana, addressed a letter to Jzrrerson Davis, 
President of the Southern Confederacy, for 
writing which less than a year subsequently 
he was expelled from the Senate. 

In December, 1860, a few months before 
the date of Bricut’s letter, Dan Voornres 
addressed a ietter to a Southern politician ; 
this letter was not found, however, until 
after the War. We compare the two letters: 


Wasnineror, D. C., March 1. 1861.—My Dear 
Stn: Aliow me to introdece to your acquaintance 
my friend, THomas Lincens, of Texas. He visits 
your Capital mainly to dispose of what he regards 
agreat improvementto firearms. I recommend 
him to your favorable consideration as a gentle- 
man of the first respectability, and reliable in 
every respect. Very truly yours,

To Hise Freeliency Jefferson Davis, President of 
the Confederation of states. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 12, 1860. My friend. Capt.

THE DIVINE RIGHT OF KINGS. 

It will seem ‘strange to most readers that 
at this late day, and in the face of the events 
of the last half century, there should be a 
claim made for a throne under the Divine 
Right” of Kings. The King of Hanover 
was dethroned in 1866 by Prussia, and the 
territory incorporated into that of the Ger- 
man Empire. The dethroned King was a 
claimant for the return of his throne from 
that time until, his death a short time since. 
His son and heir, known as the Duke of 
Cumberland in England, has now issued his 
protest against the usurpations of Germany, 
and, placing himself squarely on the doctrine 
of the Divine Right of Kings, which cannot 
be surrendered, he claims the crown and pos- 
sessions Of his father. This Divine Right 
was first formally asserted by James I. in 
England. An English writer thus states 
what the claim thus asserted included : 


It was gravely maintained that the Supreme 
Being regarded hereditary monarchy as opposed 
to other forms of government with peculiar 
favor; that the rule of succession in order of 
primogeniture was a Divine’ institution, an- 
terior to the Christian, and even to the Mosaic 
dispensation; that no human power, not even that 
of the whole Legislature, no length of adverse 
possession, though it extended to ten centuries, 
coula deprive a legitimate Prince of his rights; 
that the authority of such a Prince was neces- 
sarily despotic; that the laws, by waich 
in England and in other countries the 
prerugative was limited, were to be re- 
garded” merely as concessions which the sover- 
eien had freely made, and might at his pieasure 
resume; and that any treaty which a King might 
conclude with his people was merely a declaration 
of his present intentions. and not a contract of 
which the performance could be demanded. 


When the direct Protestant descendants of 
the Sruarts failed in the person of Anng, 
the Parliament of England settled the suc- 
cession in the line of the Elector of Hanover, 
whose early ancestor had married a daughter 
of the house of Stuart, The Kings of En- 
gland from that date ruled in Hanover, 
which was not made Royal until 1814. Un- 
der the Hanoverian law, females were ex- 
cluded from the Crown, so when Victoria 
became Queen of England her uncle, the 
Duke of Cumberland, became King in Han- 
over. 

The first Sruart, James, owed his title to 
the invitation of the English Parliament ; 
and in the settlement which called Grondn 
I. to the throne of England the whole theory 
of the Divine Right of Kings was entirely 
repudiated. The claim itseff, at this day, is 
universally repudiated in Europe, and has 
been for centuries in England, and its asser- 
tion by this Prince is only calculated ta 
make him ridiculous. 

We believe that the Count de CHAMBORD, 
who styles himself Henry V. of F rance, the 
last of the old Bourbons of the legitimate 
line, asserts his title, under the Divine Right 
of Kings,—a right which to all appearances 
will not be asserted sficcessfully again in 
France. When Wiri1am, the present Em- 
peror of Germany, succeeded to the throne 
of Prussia, he placed the crown upon his own 
head, asserting his title thereto as of Divine 
Right. He has probably since then largely 
modified his notions on this subject, he ac- 
cepting the Imperial crown of Germany by 
the election of the Kings aud Princes of the 


Empire. The Divine Right of Kings can 


hardly command much respect in Europe at 
this day, when there are a dozen or more ex- 
sovereigns wandering about the world look- 
ing for employment, and this claim of the 
Duke of Cumberland will only serve to show 
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A CHEAP SENSATION. | 

A Washington dispatch to a Chicago paper 
associates the name of Col. T. P. Ronn as a 
candidate for Congress in the Third District 
along with an article published in a Wash- 
ington newspaper relating a cock-and-bull 
story about a war with Mexico being immi- 
nent.

ton National Republican with the sensational

tion of a puff asa Congressional candidate 
in the Third District (which is the allegation 
made by the Jater-Ocean), he will probably 
discover that the Washington achievement 
will not assist him materially in the realiza- 
tion of his ambition. ‘ 
There will be no Congressional nomina- 
tions made on either side, and no Congres- 
sional candidates elected, in any of thie 
Northwestern States on the issue of a war 
with Mexico. The people hereabouts are 
not hankering for any war with anybody, 
and care just as little about Mexican annex- 
ation. There is a general impression that 
the Greaser element in American politics is 
already as aggressive as our system can 
stand without adding some twenty or more 
Mexican States, with nine or ten millions of 
mongrel people, who will contribute some 
forty Senators and seventy or eighty Repre- 
sentatives to the American Congress. As

| troubles, that is a matter which might 


be forced upon the American Government, 
but it is not likely that the present Govern- 
ment of Mexico, or any Government that it 
may have to-morrow or next week, will be 
disposed to enlarge border raids into the 
dimensions of a general conflict.

BIG JIM’S NICE BROTHER.

New York, Aug. 14.—Some singular dis- 
closures have resulttd from the arrest to-night 
of two notorious thieves, “Big, Jim” Parker 
and Billy Heart. Parker is leader of a gang 
that has long defied the police, and that is 
thought to have perpetrated most of the aaring 
burglaries of recent years in this vicinity. The 
charge against the two is robbing the house of 
ex-Assemblyman Palmer some months since, 
but more important is the belief that these men 
garroted and robbed Stone, the cashier 
of Hale, tne piano) manufacturer, a 
fortnight ago, securing $3,000. This is the 
Strange criminal story disclosed: Before the 
robbery of his house, Palmer was told by Capt. 
Allaire that it had been planned. Capt. Allaire 
said bis information came from a reformed 
burgiar,a member of “Big Jim’s” gang, who 
had given the whole gang away.“ This burg- 
lar was still with the gang, the police having 
directed him to remain, go on with his work, 
and thus be able to tell them of every pre- 
meditated job. The more singular part of 
this informant’s story was that “Big Jim” 
was “coached” by his brother, a man 
of high reputation, good positien in society, 
and employea responsibly by a large Broadway 
mercantile house. The reformed burglar said 
this brother used his social advantages to learn 
all about the houses of wealthy citizens,—where 
they kept their valuables, etc.,—and then gave 
the points to “Big Jim.“ who operated upon 
them. Mr. Palmer knewthe man, and could 
not believe the serious charge. Capt. Allaire 
then described to him where his jewel-box 
was kept at night, what it contained, and other 
facts which he remembered having. told to the 
brother at an evening party. To prove the 
charge more conciusively, the reformed burglar 


took Mr. Palmertoa rendezvous and showed 
him the nice young men in conference with the 
thieves. Mr. Paimer removed his jewels. The 
box was stolen two nights later than the one 
first appointed. The same informant told the 
police there were but three professional gar- 
roters in New York, that Big Jim“ and Heart 
were two of them, and that they had three 
times planned to garrote Stone, but were 
frustrated by getting a bad horse, In these 
street jobs the highwaymen are most particu- 
lar about the horse, since they rely upon 
the auimal for their escape. It is said 
there is an establishment which-keeps fast 
horses specially for this trade. The police 
know the establishment, also the name of Big 
Jim's“ brother. There are now three separate 
parties under arrest for the Stone outrage.

Her commervial travelers 
return from their tours over lowa, Nebraska, 
Kansas, and even Missouri, with a beggarly 
show of trade, and the merchant-princes of 
Fourth street lift their gold-rimmed spectacles 
from off their noses and ask, Why is thts 
thus?’ They begin to see it, and are stirring 
about to stop it. The trade of the Des Moines 
Valley and Western lowa is worth having, 
and so the St. Louis & Northwestern 
Road is being pushed abead. From Chil- 
icothe to Afton, Union County, graaing 
is begun. From there to Adair County the 
Company offer to extend the road on the fo!- 
lowing terms: CGreentield to subscribe $5,000, 
which has been done; Union Township to vote 
a 3 per cent tax; Orient, 5 per cent; Green- 
field, 5 per cent.

The Trouble into which John W. Duffey 
Flunged by Thinking Boo Much of Too 
Many Women—Other Tragedies of a Simi- 
lar Nature.

DANVILLE, III., Aug. 14.—The community on 

East Main street were startled at an early hour 

this er by the report that the remains of 


a wen had been found near Stoney Creek bridge, 
with a pistol-pall througn his head. The Coro- 
ner wasat once notified, and repaired to the 
spot, and found the man to be John W. Duffey, 
oi Chicago, Ill. Duffey came to this city several 
weeks ago, and went to work for Cuarles Hesse, 
a builder and contractor. He secured board at 
a boarding-house on Bluff street, where 
he had since been living. About 
a week since he was taken sick, and Dr. P. H. 
Barton being sent for repaired to his boarding- 
house, and, finding him in an excited state of 
mind, inquired of him if he was a drinking man.

| THE STAGE. 


MONTAGUE. | 

The death of Henry J. Montague, the actor, 
continues to be a subject of interest in theat- 
rical circles, and amoug the public at large. 
Some facts and romances coocerning the brief 
career of this popular young actor will be ac- 
ceptable to many readers. Montague’s proper 
nume was Henry John Mann. His father was a 
clergyman of the Kstablished Church in Staf- 
fordshire, England, in which county Henry was 
born about the year 1840. His father strove to 
induce him to become a minister, but without 
avail, for the young man felt no inclination for 
the pulpit. He became a clerk in a mercantile 
house in London, and soon after developed a 
partiality for amateur theatricals, which sub- 


s¢equentiy led him to aspire to ro- 
fessional honors on the stage. This 
resolution taken, he sought the aid of 


Mr. Dion Boucicalt, who underteck to se- 
ire bim the opportunity of a debut, and in the 
meantime appointed him his private secretary, 
a position to which Mr. Charles Stevenson suc- 
ceeded somewhat later, when, under like cir- 
cumstances, the actor-dramatist placed him in 
training for the theatre. To cieault’s care- 
ful coaching must be attributed something of 
the success that eventually followed the neo- 
phyte’s attempts to actin public, Under the 
assumed name of H. J. Montague he made his 
Urst appearance as a professional at Drury Lane 
as the Ciergyman in “Jennie Deans” during 
the season of 1863. The effort, though modest, 
confirmed the hopes that his pat ron had begun 
to entertain for bim, and his advancement was 
rapid and uninterrupted. in due course he ob- 
tained an important engagement at the 
Prince of Wales Theatre, managed by 
Marie Wilton, where he had the good 
fortune to replace the original 
personator of George d' roy in Caste on 
several occasions, aud with such excellent effect 
as to command unusual encomium. His popu- 
larity dated from this period. At tbe concia- 
sion of his engagement at the Prince of Waies’ 
Theatre, Montague entered into copartnersbip 
with Messrs. James and Thorne, of the Vaude- 
ville, Strand, aod his most important perform- 
ances during his courié@ction with this bijou 
establishment was Jack Wyatt, io Alber- 
ry’s Two Roses,” with which play he subse- 
quently made two starring tours through the 
provinces. In 171 de assumed the lease aud 
management of the Globe Theatre, London, 
where be produced *‘ Partners for Life,” * For- 
given,“ “False shame.” ete. The tollowing 
season be gave a memoradle revival of the 
Lady of Lyons,’ and as Claude Meinotte 
scored a fine record at the hands of 
the critics. It was at this period, 1872, that Mr. 
Stevenson, in company with Mr, Boucicault, 
crossed the Atlantic and entered upon his p.o- 
fessional career in this country. Two vears 
later Montague foliowed the prevailing ſasbion 
of the English stage and came to New York, 
but literaily to try his luck, for be had not pro- 
cured an engagement in advance.

FINANCIAL. 


Tue orders from the southern tier of the gram- 
producing counties of Indiana, IIIinots. Missouri, 
and Kaneas for currency were again heavy. More 
than one bank remitted its country correspondents 
upwards of $100,000, and the total shipments out 
for the day were not less than $500,000. To meet 
this demand the Chicago banks ordered freely of 
their Eastern correspondents, especially in New 
York. The exchange market broke down, and lots 
were freely sold at 80c p $1,000 discount be- 
tween banks. 

The loan market remains quiet. The institu- 
tions that have a fair supply of the kind of paper 
they wantare exceptional, and some report that 
bat for the demands from the lumbermen 
and the prospective demand from the 
country they would be almost idie. Rates 
of discount were 6@10 per cent at the banks, 
and lower rates than the first can be secured for 
first-class outside loans. The clearnings were 
$°, 900, 000, ana showed the light business doing 
by the banks. 

The rise in the rate of exchange sterling and the 


: shipment of gold to England to-day are the results 


of the raising of the Bank of England rate of dis- 
‘count. This action by the Bank has for the mo- 
ment at least changed the financial situation view- 
ed with such alarm by the London Times, as we 
showed yesterday. Exchange was within one 
figure of the export point from England when the 
Bank raised its rate, and the London Times in its 
financial column had uttered a solemn warning 
that if a drain of gold out of the country were per- 
mitted a crisis might reenlt. The Bank has evi- 
dently not lost all its powers over the finances, but 
whether it can keep the exchanze in. favor of En- 
giand is still to be seen. It has in ite favor the 
fact that for the moment England 2 buying very 
sparingly of our products. 
REDUCTION OF BANKING CAPITAL. 

There has been a total reduction in the banking 
capital of New York of $14,910,000 since 1875. 
The capital, surplus, dividends, and earaings 
reached this maximum two years ago, and have 
since steadily declined. The details of this shrink- 
age are shown in the following table prepared by 
the Financial Chronicle ;

This makes a reduction of $14,910, 00 in the last 
two years and a half, and there are to be aaded to 
this a million redaction announced two weeks ago 
by the Bank of New York, and further reductions 
of $6, 000, 000 or $8,000,000 which are in contem- 
plation. The figures given above do not include 
surplus, but capital only. At the beginning of 
1876 the banking capital of the New York Clearing 
House wes $81,000,000. At the end of this year it 
3s estimated that fully $20,000,000 of this will 
have been scattered through reductions to—avoid 
excessive taxation, and through loses lu bad 
banking. 

THE NEW MINING-STOCK CRAZE. 

There has been a new era of excitement in the 
San Francisco mining-stock market. Nothing can 
be learned of it by telegraph except by trans 
lating the fluctuations of stock prices. The wide 
range of these variations is shown most conspicu- 
ously in the case of Sierra Nevada. This sold on 
Tuesday at $20.50 a snarc, and on Aug. 7 at $38 
a share. A little more than a year ago it was 
quoted at 90 cents a share, and at no time 
in 1877 did it sell at more than $8 a 
share. Between Juiy 27 and Aug. 27 of this 
year it has risen from $8 to $38 a share. or 
275 per cent. It has since retrograded, but re- 
tains the larger part of this advance. The cause of 
the rise ie said by the ‘* manipulators” to be the 
discovery of ore in the south winze, seventy feet 
below the 2,000-foot level. The extent of the ore 
ie as yet unknown. Some choice samples have as- 
sayed $100 a ton, but the average ore will not 
pay much of a profit on the cost of extraction and 
mulling. There are rumors of the discovery of 
another ore body of great value, but none of them 
are definite or reliable. The San Francisco Bulle- 
tin says, with regard to the growing excitement in 
mining-stocks, Aug. 7: 

It is difficult to tell whether the present advance 
has a reliable basis in the form of new ore-diseoy 
cries of value. From the way the market has been 
monſpulated during the past few weeks, first 
hoisting one stock and then another, from one end 
to the other end of the Comstock, ove is forced to 
the-concinsion that the whole movement savors 
Strong of a put- up job. It looks as though large 
holders had put their heads together and povied 
their stocks for a grand distribution when the ex- 
citement gets up to white heat and price- are satis- 
factory. We hope there ie a better reason for the 
uptura in values, but if there be, it is not appar- 
ent to the unbiased observer. 

THE PARIS MONETAKY CONFERENCE. 

The latest appointmienta of delegates to the 
Monetary Conference now lu session at Paris are 
reported by the Memorial Diplomatique. ne 
representatives of Belgium are the President of 
the National Bank of Belgium and Charles Auguste 
Garnier, a member of the Belgian Legation at 
Paris. Switzerland has sent Dr. Bandy, of the 
Swiss Legation. and M. Feer-Herzog, a member of 
the National Council. These four members are 

aid to be adberents to the single gold standard. 

SPECIE-PAYMENTS IN CHILI. 

The Government of Chili on July 23 authorized 
the banks to suspend specie-payments for one 
year. The issue of irredeemable paper is limited. 
and is declared to be fully guaranteed. The pre- 
cautions for resumption are described by a corre- 
epondent of the London 7imes as ample. The re- 
sources of Chili have suffered great diminution 
from the fall on account of American competition 
in the value of its staple export, copper, and from 
the failure of two euccessive harvests. The fall 
im the value of the silver currency is declared to 
ee to the embarrassments of the Govern- 
men 
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GOLD IN NEW YORK. 

The Treasury bas large amounts of its gold on 
deposit with various national banks in New York. 
These have been continued. while the disburse- 
ments for calied bonds and accrued interest have 
increased. This, the New York World says, has 
caused too free a supply of gold for loan at nom- 
mal rates, and the exchange market has advanced 
in consequence. It thinks the Treasury ought to 
withdraw tome of its dépdsits. or insist upon a 
. rate of interest on them.

There was a big excitement in the wheat market 
at thie point yesterday. A stronger Liverpool 
telegram brought outa rather brisk demand from 
the shorts for August. most of which appeared to 
be on outside accounts; and very little being offer- 
ed tie price rapidiy mounted upward. Futures 
fajlowed the lead: but more slowly. Inguiry 
failed to discover the parties running the deal, 
but it was generally believed to be a Milwaukee 
matter, parties there having invested very heavily 
on the long side in this city. After the price had 
worked up to $1, 05—which was fully de advance 
they sold freely, anda large line of futures was 
cleared out of the way at about $1.03. The other 
grain markets were firm, but not so strong as 
wheat, while hogs gud provisions were lower, 
chiefly because the receipts of the former were 
more numerous than ¢xpected. There was not 
so much doing for ann but freights tended 
upward. 

Dry goods met with A very fair order demand, but 
there were comparatively few buyers present in 
nerson, and the aggnegate of sales fell within 
rather moderate limits. Prices of cotton textiles 
are firm, and some lines are advancing. The gro- 
cery market had no apecially new features. For 
coffees and sugars the demand continues active, 
and both of these staple commodities display great 
firmness. At the East coffees have advanced a 
4c, but there has bean no corresponding advance 
here. Refined sugara are still scarce, but of vel- 
lows the supply is néiw ample. Other articles in 
the list were about ste;dy. The demand for but- 
ter again exceeded tle supply, and prices were 
strong at the late adyagce. No material improve- 
ment in the demand for checse was noticeable 
and prices remained % before, ruling tirm for 
prime goods and gweak for lower grades. 
The fish market ix N in a very satisfac- 
tory condition, the impossibility 

| Lake fish are ad- 
vancing. Dried fruits Femain quiet and unchanged. 
There was a fair gensfal demand for oils, prices 
ruling firm. Linseed advanced 2c, or to 55c for 
raw, and to 60c for poiled. Bagging was firm. 
with grain bags tend upward. Leather was 
moving a trifle more freely. Coal and wood re- 
mained duil as previougy quoted. Canned goods 
are quiet, excepting Beaches, which are in large 
demand, with prices materially higher, Within

The cargo market was more active yesterday, and 
nearly all the offerings were sold. Prices were un- 
changed. The yard market was unchanged in its 
leading features. The demand is fair and increas- 
ing, and prices are abogt as irregular as they have 
been during the pastsix weeks. The dealers are 
carrying rather large st>cks, with no let-up in the 
receipts, and the shipmjents are not yet big enough 
to prevent a further {ncrease. The wool market 
was steady under a faif;Western demand for small 
lots of assorted woole Hides were firm. Seeds 
were in good demand fnd steady, flax being scarce 
and firm. The sales of broom-corn were light, and 
the market weak. I. salt, and hops were un- 
changed. Green fry were plerfty and rather 
dull, at a wide range prices for native varieties. 
Poultry and eggs wele again slow and tending 
lower. 

Lake freights were dite but firmer. For corn to 
Buifalo % was paid, bit carriers generally asked 
uc, while shippers Were unwilling to cuncede 
the difference. There were not many vessels of- 
fered, and vesselmen emed disposed to hold off 
for even higher figures, believing it to be possibiec 
to do better with a vigorous forward movement of 
grain.

OLEOMARGARINE. 


Action of the Elgin Board of Trade on the 
Recent Tribune Article- Everybody In- 
nocent—Churuing the Staf. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Ei. otx, III., Aug. 14.—At the regular weekly 
meeting of the Elgin Board of Trade yesterday 
there was a large attendance of manufacturers 
of butter and cheese. An article clipped from 
Sunday’s TrRisuNeE was passed from hand to 
hand for perusal, and something of a sensation 
was created. The article had reference to cer- 
tain allegations that oleomargarine was being 
mixed with creamery butter with the intent to 
profit by the transaction. The President, 
Dr. Joseph Tefft, called the meeting to 
order and asked what action the Bodrd 
would take in the premises. Upon motion of 
Dell Wood, a committee of three was selected 
to investigate the matter. Remarks were made 
by Kilbourne, Stewart, Sherwin, and others, 
and finally the motion was rescinded. 

Upon motion of 8. K. Bartholomew, the Sec- 
retary was requested to draw up a. strong ref- 
utation for signature by the manufacturers. 
This document was completed this morning, 
and appears as foilows, with signatures ap- 
pended: 

We, the undersigned manufacturers of creamery 
butter, and members of the Elgin Board of Trade 
for the sale of dairy products, having read the 
article m Tre Caicaco Trisvne of Sunday, Aug. 
11. wherein it is charged that the manu- 
facturers of butter in this vicinity are using 
Oleomergarine, we do therefore most em- 
phatically pronounce the statement false in 
every particular so far as we are con- 
cerned, and would state that we do not nor have 
ever used oleomargarine in the butter we make or 
have made, and we do not believe that it has ever 
been used in this vicinity: and. moreover, we do 
most emphatically denounce the use of the same 
for any purpose, and do hereby assert that we Will 
at all times discountenance the same, belicving 
that the only thing from which pure, heaithy 
creamery butter can orshould be made is pure, 
unadulterated cream. 

Our creameries are open at all times to inspec-

Several of these were not in the city, but their 
names were attached by proxy. Evers dairy- 
man at the meeting promptly denied ever hav- 
ing used oleomargarine, and set tortn all kinds 
of arguments against its use. It was ascer- 
tained that oleomargarine is worth to-day 14 
cents per pound, and could not be used to ad- 
vantage at the present low prices of butter. 

Mr. Wood stated that the samples of creamery 
butter referred to in THe Triswune of. the llth 
inst. were purchased by his house, Mann, 
Wood & Co., from the factories of Gould & 
Kilbourne, of Elgin. It was freely admitted 
that Mr. R. R. Stone used oleomargarine to mix 
with cheese made at his Algonquin creamery 

about three years since, but that the practice 
has been abandoned since the control of this 
creamery has passed -to Gould & Kilbourne. 
The latter firm stoutly deny using the stuff. 

Dr. Tefft, President of the Board, stated that 
all butter contained margarive and oil naturaily, 
but not the patent compound called oleomarga- 
rine, and made from tallow. The process of 
utilizing this mixture isto churn it with sweet 
milk or cream, and an apparently fair quality 
of butteris produced which is difficult to dis- 
tinguish from the genuine.

OUR STATE-HOUSE GROUNDS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Aug. 14.—That bone of 
contention, the additional grounds pledged by 
the citizens of Springfield to secure the location 
of the new State-House, continues to be 
gnawed upon. The Commission, which lately 
made the award of $34,000 as the value of the 
land condemned and against the signers of the 
bond, came to a stand-still when the State- 
Auditor refused to issue bis warrant because 
there was no money inthe Treasury that could be 
use for that purpose. To sustain the credit of 
the citv, Gov. Cullom prepared a es 
paper, in which he piedged bimself to pay $500 
toward lifting the citizens’ bond now held by 
the Secretary of State. Twenty-five additional 
signers have pledged a like sum of 8500 each. 
Of the original 200 signers only eighty-two are 
worth anything, and, as it will take seventy of 
that number to raise the $34,000 at $500 each, 
the well-meant scheme of Gov. Cullom is likely 
to fall through. ‘

A feeling of uncertainty as to whether 
the building would go on, or whether the 
Council would not order the work stopped and 
a change made in the stone, seemed to prevail 
among the people at the building, and the work 
was not pushed with that vim and energy which 
would otherwise have been »bseryable. The stone 
contractors, Tomlinson & Keed, were busied yes- 
terday in figuring up their estimates of the cost of 
substituting Lemont for Bedford. They had not 
arrived at tangible results at a late hour in the 
afternoon, and they expected to keep on figuring 
during the bours of the evening and into the night. 
in order to submit the desired ifformation to the 
Mayor in time for action thereon at the Conncil 
meeting this evening. Until that body takes some 
action that will decide whether the building is to 
— with Bedford stone, or whether what has 
een built is to be torn down and Le 
mont substituted in its plaice, the same 
delightful state of uncertainty and the same 
dearth of news will prevail. A little information. 
however, was obtained. As to the cost of tne 
change, one-half of the one required for the 
basement bas been cut. This makes an item of 
$20,000. The Bedford Stone Company will have 
to be paia in the neighborhood of $50,000 or 
$75,000. They have quarried a large quantity ot 
stone, and have been at work lately night and 
day. The brick work or backing now in wil! have 
to be removed. This will add another $10,000. 
Then there is time lost, for which the 
contractors will have to be compensated. 
Aside from the additional cost of ma- 
terial, which. including the granite, will 
perhaps be $350,000, the damages will amount to 
about $150,000.

The case is unusual, —really 
the tirst one in which a convict had been discharged 
on bail and subsequently surrendered without the 
usual mittimus. and the Penitentiary authorities 
did not know whether to recetve him or not. He 
was received. however, and is now safely confined. 
tiis wife, Emma, is still at large on bail, and was 
around yeeterday at the Sheriff's office inquinng 
bow her husband felt and acted upon being rein- 
carcerated. — 


Simon Newman, who was mentioned yes- 
terday as having died at the Insane Asylum, and as 
having his life insured fora considerable sum at 
the time of his admission, in the light of new 
facts. was nota pauper. He was admitted Jan. 3, 
and nis brother-in-law, who now claims the insur- 
ance money, it appears, kept the policy paid up 
for the deceased's wife, though it was represented at 
the time that he was a pauper and witbout friends. 
His brother-in-law is H. Strassburger, a wholesale 
grocer of Montgomery, Ala., and he has caused 
the body to be removed from the county burying- 
ground to a private cemetery, which is further 
proof that his friends could have cared for him if 
they cesired. Whether any action will be taken to 
recover the expense of keeping him at the asy- 
lum or not is not known, but this circumstance 
ought to prompt the county authorities to exercise 
greater care in looking into the history and char- 
acter of the county's paupers. 


Constable Carrigan, a gentleman not en- 
tirely unknown to fame, is wanted by the Sheriff, 
und is in a fair way to get in trouble. The story 
voes that he was given an execution for 
$56 some days ago against an express- 
man, and that the exprestman came to the 
Sheriff's office and scheduled his effects as required 
by law, showing that hie property was exempt. 
The expressman was over to see the Sheriff yester- 
day, and stated that, notwithstanding he had 
scheduled, etc., and his property was exempt from 
execution, Carrigan had seized his horse, harness, 
and wagon, and goods in the wagon which were 
not his. He wanted to get outa writof replevin, 
but did not have the necessary money, and was 
dismissed by being assured by the Sheriff that he 
would assist bim in prosecuting the Constable. 
Outrages of this kind are being perpetrated every 
day, and there & an opinion that the Grand Jury 
could do some effective work looking to correcting 
such abuses, ff it was so inclined. 


Bridget Shanahan, the insane woman who 
has fur a week past been in jail awaiting the de- 
lays of the Jaw for trial, Was very demonstrative 
vesterday. She tore her clothing off again, and 
had to be locked in a cell to prevent her making an 
exhibition of herself. Mrs. Harris, the jail libra- 
rian, purchased a mew dress for her during the 
day. and it will be given her this morning, that 
she ma¥ appear in court for trial. It is no fault of 
Judge Loomis that she has not been before tried, 
as he has been ready to suspend all other business 
at any hour to hear her case, or any other case of 
the kind. That she has not been tried. 
however. is a notorious fact, and some- 
body is to blame, —either the County 
Physician or the County Agent, whose duty it is 
to look after euch cases. If she had been tried 
and sent to the Asylum, and escaped a week's im- 
prisonment where she has had no care, she would, 
no doabt, have been better off than she is or ever 
can be. But the etrangest feature about her case 
is that her husband, a bridge-tender in the city, 
has never manifested any interestin her welfare, 
and has not even called to see her. She will be 
sent to Jefferson to-day, and it is to be hoped the 
change will be beneficial.

NO COMPROMISE YET REACHED. 

There is no disposition as yet on the part of the 
** bosses ’’ or the shoemakers to compromise mat- 
terse. The former do not appear to be extremely 
downhearted at the prospect of being obliced to 
guit manufacturing. The fact is, that all the lead- 
ing firms can get all the goods they want of 
Eastern makers at as low a figure as they could 
possibly manufacture them at the advanced wages 
demanded by the striking workmen, and there is 
therefore no danger of the market being famished. 

A TRIBUNE reporter was in the office of the 
Weber Manufacturing Company yesterday when a 


Western buyer came in to make his purchases for 
the fall trade. 

Said Mr. Weber to this gentleman: 

s‘ You, Mr. A., live at Fort Madison, Ia. and 
are a fair representative of the Western boot and 
shoe dealer. You have a good country trade, 
and have had a long experience in this kind of 
business.

Nov. is it not true that the price of all leather 
woc nae depreciated greatly in the last year? 

it ia.” : 


Lou come in here to Chicago, and expect to 
buy your boots and shoes of me at a lower figure 
than you pajd last year.

There. said Mr. Weber, turning to the fre- 
porter, is the problem which we bave to meet. 
Ine price of boots aud shoes has gone down 20 
per cent singe last winter, and yet the shoemakers 
are striking for higher wages. How are the man- 
nufacturers expected to carry on business at that 
rate?“ 

There has been a reduction in the price of 
leather, suggested the visitor. 

That goes a little way to explain the anonfaly, 1 
replied Mr. Weber, but it does not meet the 
whole question. The fact is, that, although the 
first cost of leather has gone down somewhat. 
it has not been proportionate to the fall 
in the price of made-up goods, Hence 
the manufacturers Must expect to make up tne 
difference by a reduction of the wages of the 
workmen. Wages in other oranches of trade have 
decreased, and why not mn shoe-making? That is 
what we claim. We are willing to compromise 
with the men by advancing them 50 cents a case 
on the pay they have been getting during the sum- 
mer, but we cannot possibly go any further and 
attempt to do business on a business basis. *’ 

At the headquarters of the strikers there was 
nothing new yesterday. None had applied to the 
Treasurer for relief, and it was not expected that 
there would be any such applications for a week or 
more. While many needed relief, they preferred 
to get credit to drawing on the relief fund, winch 
they were doing to support themselves and fami- 
lies. All of them were in remarkably good spirits. 

At a special meeting of the Furnitore-Workers’ 
Union, No. I, of Chicago, the following pream)dles 
and resolution were adopted: 

Wuereas, The Crispios, at the present time, are de- 
thanding not an increase in wages, but simply a fulfill-

No one has made a personal as- 
shuit upon them. Every distilier here knows their 
e#iablishiment. They know it has a large capacity 
3. 100 bushels. They know, too, that a day he- 
fore the Chicago distiilers met highwines sold at 
SJ. os and $1.05 in Peoria, and Chicago distillers 
and dealers were cognizant of the fact that no hon- 
est manufacturer couid afford to make highwines 
for $1.03 or 31.03%, and that even in Chicayo 
$1.05 to $4.054¢ was as low as it could be mae 
for, and the Government receive its full tax of 50 
cénts per gallon. Cincinnati has been cen- 
sired, but ere has recently been an 
honest effort made to collect the revenne 
there. In Peoria and Pekin it is different. 
Liberal gauging is done in both places, and 
these two towns broke down the market by de- 
irauding the. Government, in a low, mean, and 
petty way. The Peoria distillers are not dishonest. 
There is no doubt about it. Don't Zell, Francis & 
Co, give taem a character? There is no charge 
made against that house. Suppose Zell, Francis & 
Co. had defrauded@the revenue, would they have 
kept a recoru of it? Dia McIntyre have any rec- 
rds to show that he had run 
for several years past? If 
easily misied, this letter wilt not doit. Suppoge 
liberal gaugifig had been done at the distillery of 
Zell, Francis & Co., their books would not show 
it; the overplus could not be found now. Their 
records would not exhibit anything. They rectify 
through a house in which it is alleged they have 
an interest, and. as to the overplus from liberal 
gauging, every one in the trade knows that there 
would be no troable in getting away with it, 
There are records now in existence which show 
that, as recent as last January, things were run 
very loosely in a prominent Peoria distillery. 
About that time a Special Agent was sent down 
there to make an examination, out a grapevine.” 
dispatch announced his coming, and when he at- 
rived he found a house in order.” Time was 
when stills were run off when no Gauger was by. 
And it was not far from the *‘wine-rooms” of 
prominent Peoria distilleries. There were times, 
also, when barreis were filled one night and not 
gauged until the next day; and the memory of 
prominent Peoria distillers may run back to that 


ime. 

If the distiller# at Peoria pay their taxes honest- 
ly and faitnfully to the Government, then the pro- 
prietors of the Chicago distilieries can't hurt them, 
no matter what char they may make. ey 
simply have to pay 90 cents for every proof gallon 
of spirits which they may make, a the Chicago 
distiliers ask no more.” It looks as though the 
reoria er were . too much. But 
then a hit Mira will flutter, fact remains that 
Peoria has undersold the mazket, and that. since 
the Chicago distillers have commenced their war- 
fare, distilled spirite have gone up from $1.03 to 
$1.04%, and it is yet selling lower than Peoria can 
make it for, and honestly pay the tax.

DREADFUL ACCIDENT. 


MRS. GEN. B. J. SWEET KILLED BY A LOCOMO- 
TIVa. 

The Village of Lombard, a small town on the line 
of the Northwestern Road in DuPage County, just 
outside the limits of Cook, was the scene yester- 
day morning of a most distressing accident, which 
resulted in the instautaneous death of Mrs. Louisa 
L. Sweet, of Lombard, widow of the late Gen. B. 


J. Sweet, who was well known to Chicagoans 
through bis commandersnhip of 8 dur- 
ing the War, and mother of igs Ada M. 
Sweet, the present Pension-Agent in this 
city. The circumstances of the accident, 
as gleaned by a reporter, are as 
follows: Mrs. Sweet left her residence in Lom- 
bard about 8:30 o'clock vesterday morning for the 
purpose of visiting a Mrs. Peck, whose house is 
about half a mile east of Mrs. Sweet's, both being 
on tne line of the railroud. After reaching Mrs. 
Peck's safely, Mrs. Sweet stayed until nearly 10 
o'clock, when she started to return, and was seen 
by Mrs. Peck’s son Frank ——. along 
the railroad track towards Lombard. The 
morning mail from Chicago reaches Lom- 
bard at 10 o’clock, and yesterday morn- 
ing, on reaching that station. the conductor 
and engineer of the train reported that the engine 
had kiiled a woman a short distance up the track. 
Several citizens at once started for the spot indi- 
cated boy the train-men, and on reaching it were 
horrified at discovering the lifeless and mutilated 
body of Mrs. Sweet lying in the ditch on the left- 
hand side of the track. The place where the un- 
fortunate lady met her death is about half-way be- 
tween Lombard Station and the Peck piace, the 
distance between the two being upwards of half a 
mile. The body was at once brought to 
the station, where it was found to de 
in a horridly mangled condition, the limbs broken 
in several places, andthe base of the skull badly 
fractured; the latter injury alone being sufficient 
to cause instant death. . 

As soon as possible Coroner Heidemann was sum- 
moned from his residence at Elmhurst. and a jury 
impaneied to inquire into the circumstances sur- 
rounding Mrs. Sweet’sdeath. As none of the train- 
men were present tne testimony was confined to 
an identification of the body, after which the hear- 
ing was adjourned until this morning at 9 o'clock, 
when the engineer and fireman of the train that 
killed Mrs. Sweet will be present. 

The deceased lady was a dangater of Elihu Dens- 
low, of Clinton, Oneida County. N. Y., and in 
childhood became acquainted with Gen. Sweet. 
whom she subsequently married, the wedding tak- 
ing place at Stockbridge, W18.. to which place the 
families of both parties removed many years ago. 
During his life Mrs. Sweet was devotedly attached 
to the General, and during the War was with him 
a great portion of the time. When Gen. Sweet 
was wounded at the battle of Perrysville. Mo., his 
wife at once wentto the front, and successfully 
nursed him through tbe long and danger- 
ous illness which ensued. With the death 
of her husband, which occurred June 1. 1874, 
the light seemed to go out of Mrs. Sweet's tife, and, 
althoagh she bore up bravely under tile great loss, 
it wae evident to her children that she had received 
a shock from which there could be no complete 
recovery, and, in speaking of the matter with ber 
daughters, she frequently said that her life was 
over. Mrs. Sweet had been spending some time 
just previous to her death visiting friends in Mich- 
igan, having returned from that State last Satur- 
aay. 

Mrs. Sweet was the mother of five children, four 
of whom—three daughters and a son—survive der. 

The funeral will take place to-morrow morning 
at 9 o'clock from the family residence. The body 
will be buried at Graceland.

WANDERING TRAMPS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Curcaco, Aug. 14.—Why do cities permit 
tramps, both male and female, going from house 
to house with sad stories, watching every oppor- 
tunity to sneak in the moment the owner's back is 
turned and capture whatever they can lay their 
hands on while the ansuspecting person has gone 
in search of something for them to eat or wear? 
This sort of benevolence cost me a $45 overcoat, 
therefore I speak from experience. They go 
among business-men and force a hearing to their 
sad thoagh manufactured stories, obtaining a 
nickel or a dime, and perhaps an overcoat, if 
there is any handy. On investigation we find 
that, in the majority of cases where money is 
given, it is soon inves in beer or 
whisky instead of bread for their sick 
wives and chiliren at home, who are, as 
they say, suffering for food. Honest people 
are constantly being imposed upon in this way, 
while there are peovle who would say, Why do 
yoa allow yourself to be taken in by such im- 
postors? The reason is, because we don't know 
them to be impostors, unless we leave our business 
and watch their movements, and we often give our 
mite, thinking that we had better give to ten un- 
worthy ones than miss one worthy one, and I am 
of the opinion that the percentage of frauds is 
much greater than that. It does seem as though 
there must be some means of ridding the com- 
munity of this one great source of annoyance. 
The following is a plan, which, if perfected in its 
details, might serve io answer the purpose: 
Suppose the city would cfeate a Commission, 
whose duty it should be to investigate the condi- 
tion of people who claim to be in destitute circum- 
stances, and, if found really in need, grant them a 
license. together with a smail box bearing its proper 
number, and locked by the Commission. They 


“are then permitted to stand on some corner on 


some thoroughfare. People would give more gen- 
erously to such persons, knowing that their cases 
had been investigated, and that they were worthy 
obje¢ts, or they wauald nt have their license; and 
every evening, or as often as the Commission 
should consider proper, have them report to the 
office for their box to be opened, and arecord made 
on the stub of the license of the amount he 
or she has received, and, when they had re- 
ceived proper assistance, let the license be 
canceled. It should then be the duty of the police 
force to arrest every beggar or tramp found eu- 
gaged in such business without license. and cause 
those who have boxes to show their licenve. Then 
the system should be made pretty generally known 
through the newspapers, and people would be 
glad to give and encourage the system, and needy 
people woula not be made to suffer on account of 
the impostors, and there would be leas coats, 
jewelry, and other valuables missing, and less 
expensé to the city tohunt themup. Will some 
impostor or tramp give hie objections to the plan 
and I will try to ne them?
